MILAN, Italy, July 18.—{Special.}—With 
extraordinary frankness Enrico Caruso, 


worl@-applauded tenor, and Mme Ada 
Giachetti, a soprano, described today their 
too brief voyage on the high seas of tem- 
porary matrimony. 

Mme. Giachetti, it will be recalled, was 
known as Mme. Caruso for several years. 
She paid Caruso an unwelcome visit when he 
was singing at New York Metro tan 
opera house in the. winter of 1900. Then 
Caruso put his foot on the soft pedal, put a 
muffier on Mme, Giachetti’s E string re- 
proaches to the tune of $20,000 and she took 
the next steamer from New York. 

Mme. Giachetti brought suits here against 
Caruso and Signora Carlotta Carignanti, who 
keeps @ boarding house for opera singers and 
is said be a good friend of Caruso. Mma. 
Giachetti alleged that Signora Carignani 
withhelM a letter from Gaetano Loria, her 
secrétary, and so lost to her a contract with 
Oscar Hammerstein tosing at the Manhattan 
opera house for $8000 a month, 

Caruso Brings Criminal Suits, 

Caruso and Signora Carignani entered 
counter suits declaring Mme. Giachetti’s 
charges to be libelous and calumnious. Today 
the suits were transfered from the Civil to 
the Criminal court. Caruso filed an affidavit 
in which any librettist will ind ample mate- 
rial for an opera dealing with the upward 
and downward scale of human affection, 
more particularly human affection on the op- 
eratic stage. 

Caruso swears that he met Mme. Glachett! 
fn Leghorn in 1807—thirteen years ago—O, 
touch a hunchback’s hump—and she agreed 
to associate hersel? with him off the stage. 
. Then, Caruso sets forth, Mme. Glachetti 
took a fancy to his chauffeur, Casare Ro- 
mati, whose only note was emitted by press 
ing the bulb of an automobile horn. 

Caruso singing in New York, heard of this 
affair, sailed for England and went straight 
to Florence, where he had established Mme. 
Caruso” in a fine villa. Caruso found the 
belongings left to him and the estate in great 
disorder. Mime. Giachetti and Chauffeur 
Romati had fied to Nice in Caruso’s motor 
car de luxe. He followed and tound them in- 
stalled in the villa Les Pines at Nice.

: Rigdon Driven to Frenzy. 

“Rigdon was deeply attached to Mrs. 
Young and her refusal to let him live with 
the family or to see him drove him into a 
frenzy and to greater excesses of drinking. 
On the day of the tragedy Mrs. Young was to 
come downtown to our office to transact some 
business. The family has some property in 
the east and Mrs. Young Lolds some stocks 
which yield her an income. Why she went to 
Feizer's office,.whieh was Rigdon's head- 
quarters, I don’t know, unless Mr. Fetzer had 
arranged the meeting.. 

She and Miss Trojman called when Rig- 
don was out. Mrs. Young explained what 
Fetzer already knew, that Rigdon wanted 
to see her. Then Rigdon came in and they 
talked over their difficulties in Mr. Peters 
office. Mrs. Young told Rigdon the same 
thing she had told Fetzer in her letter to him. 
But I am sure that Fetzer didn’t get that 
letter and that Rigdon, coming down early. 
saw it in the mail, ed the hand- 
writing and appropriated it. I believe this 
because Rigdon showed me the letter the 
Gay before the tragedy, when he called at our 
office and demanded to know Mrs. Young's 
businers with our firm and her address, 
things which I refused to tell 


Mrs. Young Tires of Him. 

“Mrs, Young told Rigdon that she had 
tried to be good to him, but that she could 
Hot stand his abuse when he had been drink- 
ing longer. Rigdon had been drinking dur- 
ing the morning and he demanded that he 
be taken the stocks. She was afraid of meet- 
ing young Rigdon or of giving the elder 
man an opportunity of tracing her to her new 


residence. She must have explained all this 


to Fetzer, or I don't know. why she would 
select our firm. Probably Fetger had heard 
Rigdon mention our firm as one with which 
he transacted considerable business and di- 
rected Mrs. Young to us. 

“Anyway, we cleared the difficulty up for 
Mrs. Young. She explained the whole sit- 
uation. told something of her. trouble with 
Rigdon, gave us her Evanston address, and 
we investigated the whole matter before we 
accepted the commission. Then we allowed 
the draft to be protested, sent to the-clear- 
ing house, and closed the transaction by 
agreeing to be responsible for the identity of 
‘the person on whom the draft was drawn. 
The personal end of this whole, tragedy 
comes next. A day or two before the shoot- 
ing Rigdon appeared at the office in a great- 
iy excited frame of mind. I knew that he 
had offices with Mr. Fetzer, and I also knew 
that he had been drinking heavily. 

Refuses to Yield Address. 

“* You have been doing some business for 
Mrs. Young, and I want to know what it is 
and where she lives,’ he stated in a rather 
ugly manner. I declined to tell him any- 
thing. for I knew how things stood, and I 
was afraid he would go out to the Evanston 
residence and do some rash act. He bécame 
more excited and made further demande to 
learn Mr Young’s address. But when I 
flatly and finally refused to tell him any- 
thing he went away.

So 
when the shots rang out as I was passing the 
building and some one came running out and 
said there had been a shooting on the eighth 
floor, I knew instinctively about what had 
happened. I ran up there and all that I 
have done since has been by way of be- 
friend Mrs. Young and her people. 

“Thé reason I have not told all the circum- 
stances in the case until now was a desire 
to protect the women. All of us agreed not 
to reveal their names or the intimate détails 
which ied to the tragedy, but this was done 
against my eo. I told Miss Trojman 
that it would be better to tell everything, even 
to the minutest circumstances, but that was 
after she had given fictitious names to the 
police and had declined to tell where the lam- 
ily lived. I advised her to tell the police, put 
she declared that she would wait until she 
had consulted a lawyer, and so we obtained 
Mr. Lewis. 

“As for Mr. Fetzer’s part in the matter 
I can account for it only in one way. I don't 
think anything more serious than bad judg- 
ment can be laid against him, Rigdon had

Charice’ father, Prince 
Maurice Jablonowski, married the widowed 
Princess Herco She was a daughter of 
Alexandrine de Bleschatmps, whose marriage 
to Lucien Bonaparte so deeply angered his 
brother, the French emperor. Princess Mau- 
rice Jablonowska was therefore a stepdaugh- 
ter of Lucien Bonaparte. 

The Jablonowskis are one of the oldest and 
most historic families of Austrian Poland, the 
members of which have borne the title of 
Prince of the Holy Roman empire since the 
early part of the eighteenth century. They 
have played an important role in Austrian 
and especially in Polish history. For John 
Jablonowski was palatine of one of the 
provinces of the kingdom of Poland in the 
latter part of the seventeenth century, while 
a Stanislas Jablonowski was one of the com- 
manders of the army which defeated the 
Turks under the walls of Vienna, virtually 
saving Hurope from being overrun by the 
Moslem. It was he who nominated his com- 
rade, John Sobieski, to the throne of Poland. 
He was governor of Cracow, and hie daughter 
Anna married Lescinski, whose son Stanis- 
las became king of Poland. Another Jab- 
lonowski was a famous savant and founded, 
at the Leipsic university, the society which 
to this day publishes periédically its scien- 
tific researches under the title of “ Acta 
Societatis Jablonoviane."’ 

Still another Jablonowski fought under the 
Arat Emperor Napoleon, and died and was 
buried at San Domingo, whither he had ac- 
companied Pauline Bonaparte and her first 
husband, Gen. Leclerc. Another Jablonow- 
ski attained distinction in the Austrian diplo- 
matic service under the great Metternich, 
and the present head of the house is Prince 
Stanislas, who makes hie home at the cha- 
teau of Bursstyn, in Galicia, having suc- 
ceeded to the honors and extensive estates of 
his father and namesake, who committed sui- 
cide by blowing, his brams out, in a fit of 
despondency, just about a year ago.
